On cross-examination Mann admit­ 
ted that he had consorted with negro 
women in New York and that he was 
known there as ’'Bull.” He denied 
that he was known as the “White 
Coon.” 
He became enraged several times 
at the questions put to him bt the 
state's attorney. His cross-examina­ 
tion will be contiued. 
During the day a procession of 
alibi witnesses occupied the stand 
and were unshaken in their testimony. 
Little girls in short dresses, high 
school girls in big hats and gray­ 
haired women, all assisted in building 
the alibi. It apparently did not leave 
a loophole for the state.

Henry I. Co­ 
hen, who furnished the surety bond 
which the city attorney had declared 
defective at a previous meeting, and 
which had compelled a rehearing, urged 
the council to remain in session until he 
had made an effort to get one of the 
missing aldermen. This President Two­ 
hey agreed to after some objection and 
a team was sent for Alderman * Fogel­ 
strom. The city attorney was asked if 
the chief of police could be ordered to 
compel their attendance, but he held 
that while a quorum could do so, less 
than a quorum could do nothing but 
meet and adjourn. Chief McGivern 
however, agreed to accompany Mr. 
Cohen to the residence of Alderman 
Fogelstrom.

the meeting and the council then ad­ 
journed to meet at 4 o’clock this after­ 
noon, Mr. Cohen offering to send a 
team to the shops for the members em­ 
ployed there. 
During the informal discussion of 
various matters during the time the 
members were awaiting the possible 
arrival of members, City Attorney 
Ryan called the attention of the chief 
of police and the mayor to the fact 
that in the past few years the law had 
been violated on every election day by

officers had been proceeding under the 
law of 1894 which closed the saloons 
between the hours of 6 a. rn. and 9 p. 
rn., while the revised statutes provide 
that they must be closed all of election 
day. Proclamation to that effect will 
issued by Mayor Crust previous to the 
coming municipal election.

A weekly paper published in this city

April 
15th comes on Thursday, which disposes 
of that.” As to the improved service, 
Mr. Strachan stated that it would go 
on during the spring, as announced in 
The Dispatch some time ago, but that 
the schedule had not been decided upon 
at that time. 
He stated that he would 
leave for|St. Paul this morning for furth­ 
er consultation with the Northern Pac­ 
ific officials and he hoped that when he 
returned he contd give out something 
definite. The day train he said might 
run to Kelliher, itmightgotoNorthome 
and it might be run clear through to 
International Falls. President Elliott 
has been in the east for some time and 
all changes, or rather, proposed changes 
must be passed upon by him. 
The statement that the Minnesota
